Amend the Law relating to Congested Districts in a.d. is 98. 
Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Notwithstanding anything in section thirty-six of the Land Extension of 

Purchase (Ireland) Act, 1891, it shall be lawful for the Lord ^ D t S^ ted 
Lieutenant to order that any county or part of a county in Ireland 
shall be deemed a congested district, and thereupon the provisions 
of any Act relating to congested districts shall apply to the area 
10 named in sueli order. Any order under this A.ct shall be published 
in the Dublin Gazette. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Congested Districts (Ireland) Short title. 
Act, 1898.
